Philadelphia,  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Tuesday , May  20/A,  1834,  6 o'clock,  P.  M. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pennsylvania,  the  Right  Rev.  William  While , D.  D. 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Right  Rev.  Henry  U.  Onder- 
donk,  D.  D.  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  several 
Clergymen  and  Lay  Deputies,  attended  in  St.  Andrew’s 
Church,  Philadelphia,  at  6 o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  chair  was  taken  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  meeting  pro- 
ceeded to  organize.

On  motion,  the  Convention  went  into  an  election  of  a Secre- 
tary, when  the  Rev.  W m.  Cooper  Mead,  D.  D.  rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Southwark,  Philadelphia,  was  unanimously  chosen. 

The  standing  rules  of  order  were  then  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, from  the  revised  regulations. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a form 
of  prayer  prescribed  by  the  bishop. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  ad- 
dress the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deli- 
ver any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and 
without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to 
the  president,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, without  leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into 
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debate,  daring  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  While  the  president  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across 
the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall,  on  a division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  parti- 
cularly interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  for  adjournment. 

1 1.  The  question  on  a motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken 
before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  house  is  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  president  leave  the  chair. 

To  which  was  added,  on  motion,  the  following: 

13.  The  house  shall  hold  two  sessions  every  day:  viz.  from 
9 o’clock,  A.  M.  to  2 o’clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  4 o’clock,  P.  M. 
to  7 o’clock,  P.  M.;  provided  that  the  house  will  not  meet  on 
Wednesday  morning  until  10  o’clock. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Mead , 

Resolved,  That  such  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  and  such  clergymen  not  belonging  to  this  Diocese, 
and  such  students  in  divinity  in  the  Episcopal  Church  as  may 
be  nowin  the  city, be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention.

On  motion,  ordered,  that  when  this  Convention  adjourn,  it 
adjourn  to  meet  to-morrow  to  attend  divine  service  in  this 
church,  at  10  oclock,  A.  M.  ' Adjourned. 
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Philadelphia,  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Wednesday , May  21,  1834,  10  o'clock,  A.  M.- 

The  Convention  met  and  attended  divine  service. 

Morning  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson, 
rector  of  St.  Paul’s  church,  Chester;  St.  Martin’s,  Marcus 
Hook;  and  St.  John’s  church.  Concord,  Delaware  county;  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  George  E.  Hare,  rector  of  St.  John’s 
church,  Carlisle,  Cumberland  county,  and  a charge  delivered 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Win.  White,  D.  D.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
after  which  the  communion  was  administered  by  Bishop 
White,  assisted  by  Bishop  H.  U.  Onderdonk  and  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Clemson  and  Hare. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Doane,  of  New  Jersey,  was  present 
during  these  services,  and  participated  in  them. 

The  service  being  concluded,  the  Convention  was  called  to 
order  for  business. 

The  roll  was  called. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved.

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  White  delivered  his  Annual  Ad- 
dress. 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren,  the  Clerical  and  the  Lay  members  of  the  Con- 
vention: 

Agreeably  to  the  canon,  I proceed  to  communicate  to  you 
my  few  acts  in  the  Episcopacy  during  the  year:  leaving  the 
information  to  be  enlarged  by  my  Right  Rev.  brother,  the 
Assistant  Bishop. 
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On  the  21st  of  July,  I ordained  to  the  holy  office  of  deacon, 
in  this  city,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Tiffany  Lord.  He  is  the  third 
pupil  who  has  been  educated  at  the  Theological  Seminary, 
from  the  fund  for  a scholarship,  created  by  the  ladies  of  this 
city  some  years  ago. 

On  the  22d  of  December,  I confirmed  and  preached  in  St. 
John’s  church,  in  the  Northern  Liberties. 

On  the  14th  of  January,  with  the  aid  of  three  of  my  Right 
Rev.  Brethren,  I consecrated  to  the  holy  office  of  Bishop,  the 
Rev.  James  H.  Otey,  D.  D.  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennesse:  a mea- 
sure which  promises  great  benefit  to  the  church,  as  well  from 
the  talents  and  other  qualifications  of  the  consecrated  person, 
a-s  because  of  the  expediency  of  extending  the  Episcopacy  to 
that  rapidly  increasing  portion  of  our  civil  Union. 

On  the  2d  of  March,  I confirmed  and  preached  in  the  con- 
gregation of  All  Souls,  in  this  city. 

On  the  13th  of  the  same  month,  I consecrated  the  newly 
erected  church  in  this  city,  called  Grace  Church. 

On  the  1 6th  of  the  same,  I held  a confirmation  and  preached 
in  the  church  in  which  we  are  assembled. 

On  the  24th  of  the  same,  I laid  the  corner  stone  of  a new 
church  in  this  city,  to  be  called  “ The  Church  of  the  Epi- 
phany. ” 

On  the  26th  of  the  same,  I held  a confirmation  in  Christ 
church,  in  this  city. 

On  the  27th  of  the  same,  in  St.  James’  church,  in  this  city. 

On  the  28th  of  the  same,  I performed  the  same  office  in 
Trinity  church,  Southwark. 

On  the  10th  of  April,  I laid  in  this  city  the  corner  stone  of 
a new  church,  to  be  called  “ The  Church  of  All  Souls.” 

The  number  of  persons  confirmed  by  me  is  117.  All  the 
confirmations,  besides  those  of  the  city  and  its  liberties,  have 
been  by  the  Assistant  Bishop,  who  will  report  the  number 
confirmed  by  him. 

I proceed,  as  usual,  to  report  on  the  state  of  our  ecclesiasti- 
cal institutions. 

The  “ Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society”  have  re- 
ceived considerable  additions  to  their  funds,  so  as  to  encour- 
age the  Board  of  Directors,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  this 
month,  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  their  operations. 

The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania are  progressing  in  their  operations,  although  discou- 
raged by  there  being  no  supplies  from  a great  proportion  of 
the  organized  congregations  of  the  diocese.  There  continue 
the  efficient  services  of  their  very  respectable  auxiliary,  the 
Female  Tract  Society. 
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The  Sunday  School  Union  has  had,  in  the  present  year, 
only  a small  increase  in  the  number  of  its  auxiliaries,  but  con- 
tinues to  be  sustained  in  the  branch  of  it  peculiar  to  this  dio- 
cese. 

The  Corporation  for  the  widows  and  the  children  of  deceas- 
ed clergymen,  have  still  under  consideration  and  advisement, 
the  contemplated  alterations  of  the  fundamental  laws. 

There  continues  to  be  a subject  of  regret  in  the  slowness  of 
provision  for  the  permanency  of  the  Episcopal  fund ; which 
cannot  be  secured  beyond  the  life  of  the  present  Assistant  Bi- 
shop, unless  by  discharge  of  the  debt  remaining  an  incum- 
brance on  it. 

There  has  been  instituted  a ‘ Prayer  Book  Society,’  which, 
it  is  trusted,  will  have  the  effect  of  extending  the  estimation 
attached  to  that  important  volume. 

Although  ‘ The  Bible  Society  of  Philadelphia,’  is  not  exclu- 
sively attached  to  our  communion  ; yet,  as  we  have  an  interest 
in  it,  in  common  with  other  societies  of  professing  Christians, 
its  increasing  usefulness  cannot  but  be  a welcome  article  of 
information. 

The  changes  in  our  ministry  are  as  follows : — 

There  has  departed  this  life,  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  Montgo- 
mery, high  in  the  estimation  of  his  congregation,  and  of  his 
reverend  brethren  ; and  after  having  been  efficient  in  the  va- 
rious institutions  of  our  churches. 

The  Rev.  Sanson  K.  Brunot,  is  also  deceased.  The  term 
of  his  ministry  was  short ; but  had  afforded  the  expectation 
of  respectability  and  usefulness. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  W.  Beasley  has  resigned  the  rectory 
of  the  church  in  Easton,  and  the  place  has  been  supplied  by 
the  Rev.  Joshua  M.  Rogers,  from  the  diocese  of  New  York. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Y.  Buchanan,  has  resigned  the  pastoral 
charge  of  the  church  in  Meadville,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
and  the  place  is  still  vacant. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Paul’s 
church,  Philadelphia,  and  has  accepted  the  rectorship  of  the 
church  of  the  Epiphany. 

The  Rev.  Richard  C.  Moore  has  received  letters  of  dis- 
mission to  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton  has  been  received  into  this  dio- 
cese, under  a letter  of  dismission  from  that  of  Maryland. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Smith  has  received  the  rectory  of  St. 
James’s,  Muncy,  that  of  Christ  church,  Danville,  and  that  of 
St.  Matthew’s,  Sunbury. 

The  Rev.  James  H.  Tyng  has  been  transferred  to  the  ser- 


vice  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  is 
located  in  Florida. 

The  Rev.  Simon  Wilmer  has  resigned  St.  David’s  church, 
Radnor,  and  St  Peter’s,  Great  Valley,  and  has  been  succeed- 
ed by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Rees.  «- 

The  Rev.  Samuel  W.  Selden  has  been  transferred  to  the 
diocese  of  Ohio. 

The  Rev.  Wm.. Hilton  has  removed  from  his  former  mis- 
sion to  Christ  church,  in  the  town  of  Allegheny. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Crumpton,  ordained  within  the  year,  has 
been  settled  in  Lawrenceville,  Butler  county. 

The  Rev.  J.  Reynolds  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  church 
in  Pottstown. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Dyce,  lately  of  the  Episcopal  church  of 
Scotland,  has  been  admitted  to  the  ministry  of  this  diocese. 

Brethren ; your  Bishop  persuades  himself  that  you  confide 
in  his  readiness  to  concur  in  whatever  you  may  devise,  for  the 
increase  of  true  religion  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  church.

ADDRESS. 


Brethren,  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members  of  this  Con- 
vention: 

In  conformity  with  the  2nd  section  of  the  51st  canon,  I lay 
before  you  an  account  of  my  proceedings,  and  of  the  state  of 
the  diocese,  so  far  as  my  cognizance  has  reached,  since  I last 
addressed  you. 

In  the  various  churches  in  Philadelphia,  I have  preached, 
on  Sundays,  45  times.  For  the  congregation  of  All  Souls, 
once.  At  Moyamensing  School  House,  twice.  At  the  Or- 
phan House,  once.  At  the  House  of  Refuge,  twice.  At  Ger- 
mantown, I have  preached  twice;  at  Lower  Dublin,  once; 
and  at  Holmesburg,  once. 

In  June  last,  I preached  at  Lancaster  twice  ; at  Columbia ; 
at  Margaretta  Furnace  ; at  Leacock;  and  atPequea.  In  July, 
at  Whitemarsh.  In  September,  at  Bristol;  at  Radnor  church; 
at  St.  Peter’s,  Great  Valley;  and  at  St.  Paul’s,  West  White- 
land.  In  October,  I preached  at  West  Marlborough,  twice; 
at  New  London  X Roads,  twice.  Also,  at  Easton;  at  Hones- 
dale,  four  times ; at  Bethany ; at  Carbondale,  twice ; at 
Wilkes-Barre,  twice;  at  Tunkhannock;  at  Springville,  twice; 
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at  Montrose,  three  times;  at  New  Milford,  twice;  at  Pike, 
(Wyalusing  Creek,)  twice : and  in  November,  on  the  same 
journey,  at  Towanda;  at  Athens,  three  times;  at  Bloomsburg, 
twice;  at  Danville,  twice ; at  Jersey  town;  atSugarloaf;  at 
Orangeville;  at  Muncy,  three  times;  at  Sunbury  ; and  at 
Pottsville,  twice.  On  the  last  day  of  November,  I preached 
at  East  Nantmeal ; and  on  the  following  day,  at  the  two 
other  churches  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  those  at  Churchtown 
and  Morgantown.  In  December,  I preached  also  at  Reading; 
at  West  Vincent;  and  at  West  Whiteland.  In  April,  I preach- 
ed again  at  St.  Peter’s,  Great  Valley;  at  West  Vincent;  and 
at  West  Whiteland.  Also,  at  Harrisourg,  twice;  at  York, 
twice  ; at  Huntington,  Adams  county  ; at  Carlisle,  three  times; 
at  Lewistovvn,  three  times;  at  Belle-Fonte,  three  times;  and 
in  the  present  month,  on  the  same  journey,  at  Mill  Hall,  twice ; 
at  Philipsburgh,  three  times;  and  at  Thompsontown,  twice. 

On  two  Sundays,  I preached  in  the  diocese  of  Delaware ; 
and  on  one,  in  that  of  New  York.  On  Christmas  day,  New 
Year’s  day,  Ash  Wednesday,  and  Good  Friday,  I preached  in 
Philadelphia;  on  the  latter  day,  three  times.  On  three  Sun- 
days, I did  not  preach ; the  omission  on  one  of  them  being  oc- 
casioned by  a misapprehension  in  regard  to  the  appointments 
I had  made  for  two  congregrations  just  forming.  An  appoint- 
ment at  Candan,  Wayne  county,  I was  unable  to  fulfil,  on  ac- 
count of  the  unusually  late  arrival  of  the  stage:  also,  one  at 
St.  Peter’s,  Great  Valley,  on  account  of  a severe  snow  storm 
impeding  some  of  the  roads. 

I have  baptized  13  children,  the  records  being  in  my  regis- 
ter ; besides-several  children  and  adults,  recorded  in  the  parish 
registers,  from  which  they  will  be  reported  to  you.  The  holy 
communion  I have  administered  17  times,  on  ordinary  occa- 
sions; and  four  times  in  private  to  the  sick. 

I have  administered  the  ordinance  of  confirmation  in  twen- 
ty-seven places,  the  number  of  persons  confirmed  being  as 
follows: — at  Lancaster,  7;  at  Leacock,  12;  at  Pequea,  19;  at 
Radnor  church,  11;  at  West  Marlborough,  3;  at  New  London 
X Roads,  16;  at  Honesdale,  4;  at  Carbondale,  6;  at  Wilkes- 
Barre,  3;  at  Montrose,  3;  at  New  Milford,  3;  at  Pike,  3;  at 
Athens,  5 ; at  Bloomsburg,  20  ; at  Sugarloaf,  4;  at  Muncy,  8; 
at  Sunbury,  5;  at  Pottsville,  10;  at  Lower  Dublin,  4;  at 
Churchtown,  25 ; at  St.  John’s,  Northern  Liberties,  Philadel- 
phia, 11;  at  St.  Peter’s,  Great  Valley,  13;  at  West  Vincent, 
19;  at  West  Whiteland,  7;  at  Carlisle,  9;  at  Lewistown,  15; 
and  at  Philippsburgh,  24. 

On  the  11th  of  October,  I consecrated  St.  James’  church. 
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West  Marlborough:  it  stands  on  the  ground  formerly  occu- 
pied by  an  Episcopal  church  of  the  same  name,  but  of  which 
not  a vestige  had  remained  for  many  years  back ; and  the 
congregation  is  resuscitated  from  utter  extinction,  there  hav- 
ing been  no  Episcopal  interest  of  any  kind,  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, for  a long  period,  except  that  connected  with  the  right 
of  burial  in  this  ground,  till  the  zealous  labours  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Kirke,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  revived  our  cause,  and 
conducted  it  to  this  happy  result.  Let  other  congregations, 
when  under  depression,  derive  encouragement  from  this  re- 
markable case,  and  persevere  in  hope  and  in  exertion,  how- 
ever dark  may  be  their  immediate  prospects.  The  building 
is  of  brick,  substantial,  neat,  and  well  arranged  and  furnish- 
ed.— On  the  27th  of  October,  I consecrated  St.  Paul’s  church, 
Montrose ; a neat  and  commodious  place  of  worship,  and  one 
which  does  credit  to  the  active  exertions  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Marks,  and  the  little  band  of  zealous  Episcopalians  in  that 
place.  From  this  case,  also,  our  friends  may  derive  encour- 
agement: in  1828,  I preached  in  Montrose,  only  casually,  as 
my  journey  lay  through  the  town,  and  not  expecting  an  Epis- 
copal interest  to  be  formed;  in  1829,  I again  preached  there, 
and  confirmed  a few  persons;’ in  1831,  I officiated  there  a 
third  time,  a vestry  having  been  organized;  and  on  my  last 
visitation,  we  worshipped  in  our  own  church. — On  the  14th  of 
December,  Iconsecrated  St.  Andrew’s  church,  West  Vincent, 
a stone  building,  neat  and  well  arranged.  This  parish  was 
entirely  new,  having  been  formed  within  a twelvemonth,  of 
materials  almost  exclusively  non-episcopalian;  it  ows  its  ex- 
istence and  its  vigour,  under  God,  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jacobs, 
who  has  laboured  devotedly  in  the  congregation,  distributing 
also  very  largely  the  Prayer  Book. — At  the  consecration  of 
Grace  church,  in  this  city,  by  our  venerable  diocesan,  I deli- 
vered a discourse : the  edifice  is  spacious  and  elegant,  and  a 
valuable  acquisition  to  the  cause  of  the  church. 

The  church  at  Wilkes-Barre  has  been  improved  and  beau- 
tified. That  at  Oxford,  enlarged — as  also  that  at  Concord. 
At  Carbondale,  the  vestry  has  purchased  a right  of  use  in  the 
place  of  worship  of  another  denomination : this  arrangement 
does  not  make  thebuilding  what  is  called  anunion  orpartnership 
church,  such  as  almost  invariably  produces  contention  among 
the  several  parties  of  occupants;  it  merely  secures  a well  de- 
fined right  in  the  building,  which  being  purchased,  can  inter- 
fere with  no  one,  and  will  be  interfered  with  bv  none. 

Two  churches  are  erecting  in  this  city,  the  church  of  the 
Epiphany,  and  All  Soul’s  church : their  corner  stones  were

laid  by  Bishop  White,  and  I delivered  an  address  on  both  oc- 
casions: both  are  in  neighbourhoods  where  they  are  much 
wanted.  Another  new  church  not  before  reported,  will  pro- 
bably be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  summer,  at  Georgetown, 
on  the  Ohio  river.  Several  other  churches  are,  it  is  under- 
stood, ready,  or  nearly  so,  for  the  performance  of  that  rite. 

On  Tuesday,  January  14th,  in  Christ  church,  in  this  city,  I 
assisted  at  the  consecration,  to  the  Episcopate  of  the  diocese  of 
Tennessee,  of  the  Rev.  James  Hervy  Otey,  D.  D. — our  vene- 
rable diocesan  presiding,  and  the  bishops  of  the  dioceses  of 
New  York  and  New  Jersey  being  also  present  and  assist- 
ing. The  excellent  brother  thus  elevated  came  among  us  a 
stranger,  and  left  us  bearing  with  him  the  friendship  and  af- 
fection of  all  hearts,  for  his  great  personal  amiableness  and 
worth,  for  his  unostentatious  piety,  and  for  his  sound,  manly, 
and  uncompromising  churchmanship.  I trust  we  may  say  to 
our  brethren  in  Tennessee,  as  Ignatius  did  of  Onesimus  to  the 
church  at  Ephesus — “ blessed  be  God,  who  has  granted  unto 
you,  who  are  so  worthy  of  him,  to  enjoy  such  an  excellent 
bishop.”* 

I have  ordained  since  our  last  meeting,  three  priests  and 
three  deacons. 

On  Whitsunday,  May  26,  in  St.  Paul’s  church,  in  this  city, 
I admitted  the  Rev.  James  H.  Tyng,  deacon,  to  the  holy  or- 
der of  priests. 

On  Sunday,  August  4th,  in  St.  Paul’s  church,  in  this  city, 
1 admitted  Mr.  Asa  S.  Colton  to  the  holy  order  of  deacons. 
This  gentleman  had  been  a licentiate  in  the  Presbyterian 
church. 

On  Thursday,  November  7 th,  (Thanksgiving  day,)  in  St. 
Paul’s  church,  Bloomsburgh,  I admitted  Mr.  George  C.  Drake 
to  the  holy  order  of  deacons. 

On  Friday,  November  8th,  in  Christ  Church,  Danville,  I 
admitted  the  Rev.  Isaac  Smith,  deacon,  to  the  holy  order  of 
priests. 

On  Friday,  December  13th,  in  Christ  Church,  Reading,  I 
admitted  the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  M‘Coskry,  deacon,  to  the  holy 
order  of  priests. 

On  Sunday,  December  22nd,  in  St.  Stephen’s  church  in  this 
city,  I admitted  Mr.  Thomas  Crumpton  to  the  holy  order  of 
deacons. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state,  that,  on  the  18th  of  Septem- 
ber, the  Rev.  Robert  Dyce,  a presbyter  of  the  diocese  of  Bre- 
chin, in  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Scotland,  was  received  as  a

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presbyter  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  under  the  authority  of  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
Mr.  Dyce  brought  letters  of  orders  from  the  venerable  Bishop 
Gleig,  Primus  of  his  church,  and  full  testimonials  of  good  cha- 
racter; and  he  signed  the  declaration  required  by  the  7th  ar- 
tide  of  the  Constitution  of  the  American  Episcopal  church. 
As  he  left  Scotland  for  the  improvement  of  his  health,  he  did 
not  officiate  here,  but  connected  himself  with  us  in  order  to 
be  ready  for  such  usefulness  as  opportunity  might  offer,  should 
he  be  sufficiently  restored  in  the  more  southern  climes  of  our 
land,  whither  he  has  departed  for  the  winter  and  spring. 

On  Sunday,  April  27th,  I instituted  the  Rev.  Corry  Cham- 
bers, as  the  Rector  of  St.  Mark’s  church,  Lewistown;  the 
certificate  required  by  canon  30,  sect.  1,  signed  by  the  church 
wardens,  having  been  delivered  to  me. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  among  our  clergy.  Thefirstis 
that  of  the  Rev.  Sanson  K.  Brunot,  a most  amiable,  zealous, 
and,  while  his  health  allowed,  active  brother  in  the  deacon- 
ship.  The  other  is  that  of  the  Rev  James  Montgomery,  D.  D. 
— known  to  you,  and  known  to  me,  as  one  of  the  most  devot- 
ed and  most  faithful  pastors;  as  one  of  the  most  ardent  friends 
of  the  church,  and  all  her  institutions ; as  one  who  longed,  and 
prayed,  and  endeavoured,  with  all  his  soul,  for  the  extension 
of  “ Gospel  doctrine,  Gospel  order,  and  Gospel  holiness.”  The 
wise,  but  inscrutable  providence  of  God,  has  removed  him  to 
the  better  world.  May  our  last  end  be  like  his ! 

In  last  June,  I attended  the  several  meetings  connected  with 
the  affairs  of  our  General  Theological  Seminary.  This  insti- 
tution has  a more  complete  faculty,  and  a greater  number  of 
students,  than  at  former  periods.  Its  funds,  however,  are  still 
insufficient,  and  require  a continuance  of  the  efforts  for  their 
improvement. 

I attended,  also,  at  that  period,  the  meeting  of  our  General 
Sunday  School  Union;  last  evening,  that  of  our  Diocesan  Sun- 
day School  Society;  and  last  week  that  of  the  Board  of  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  ; all  which  institu- 
tions persevere,  with  unabated  zeal,  and  with  much  success, 
in  fulfilling  the  important  duties  committed  to  their  charge. 

On  the  18th  of  last  February,  there  was  organized,  in  this 
city,  the  “ Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society.”  There  have 
been  some  contributions  to  its  treasury;  but  the  state  of  af- 
fairs in  regard  to  money  and  business  has  produced  delay  in 
putting  it  into  vigorous  operation.  It  is  confidently  hoped, 
however,  that  it  will,  ere  long,  contribute  largely  to  the  pros- 
perity and  increase  of  the  church. — The  Prayer  Book,  I re- 
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joice  to  say,  is  circulating  more  widely  than  ever  among  pur- 
chasers, particularly  the  cheap  copies.  Several  of  our  clergy 
are  acting  with  great  efficiency  in  this  very  useful  branch  of 
ecclesiastical  business ; and  I cordially  recommend  their  exam- 
ple to  all  our  brethren. 

The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Penn- 
sylvania, our  diocesan  missionary  institution,  whose  anniver- 
sary I attended  on  the  evening  of  the  Epiphany,  had  a some- 
what larger  overplus  of  money  than  usual,  at  the  close  of  the 
last  year;  but  the  pressure  in  pecuniary  affairs  has  so  great- 
ly diminished  one  of  its  principal  sources  of  income,  that  its 
usefulness  will,  I fear,  be  greatly  impeded,  unless  new  and 
more  vigorous  efforts  be  made  in  its  behalf.  I beg  leave,  there- 
fore, again  to  recommend,  that,  besides  the  collections  in 
churches,  the  contributions  by  auxiliary  societies,  and  the  ordi- 
nary subscriptions  and  donations,  a subscription  book  be  cir- 
culated, in  such  of  our  congregations  as  are  able  and  willing 
to  give  largely,  for  greater  sums  than  are  bestowed  in  these 
ordinary  methods,  and  payable  annually  for  three  years.  Some 
measure  of  this  sort  is  highly  expedient,  to  increase  the  effi- 
cient action  of  the  Society ; nay,  I fear  it  may  be  necessary 
in  maintaining  its  present  operations. 

Fourteen  missionaries  are  now  in  the  employ  of  the  society.

6.  Rev.  Raymond  A.  Henderson,  Assistant  minister  of  the 
Swedish  churches,  and  Missionary  at  Hamiltonville,  and  other 
places  in  Philadelphia  county. 

7.  Rev.  William  Hilton,  Rector  of  Christ  church,  Allegheny, 
and  Missionary  at  Freeport,  Armstrong  county.

13.  Rev.  Isaac  Smith,  rector  of  St.  James’s  Muncy,  and 
Missionary  at  Danville,  Columbia  county,  and  Sunbury, North- 
umberland county. 

14.  Rev.  Nathan  Stem,  rector  of  St.  Stephen’s,  Harrisburg, 
and  Missionary  at  Thompsontown,  Juniata  county,  and  Mid- 
dletown, Dauphin  county. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Beasley  and  J.  H.  Tyng,  have  ceased  to 
be  in  the  service  of  the  society ; as  also  the  Rev.  Mr.  Selden, 
who  has  left  the  diocese. 

At  the  several  missionary  stations  I visited,  I found  the  mis- 
sionaries actively  and  usefully  employed ; and  likewise  the 
other  clergy  in  their  respective  parishes.  And  I have  every 
where  received  the  kindest  and  most  affectionate  hospitalities. 

By  Canon  9,  Sect.  9,  passed  in  October,  1832,  it  is  declared 
that  a candidate  for  orders,  who  does  not,  within  three  years, 
from  the  time  of  his  admission  as  such,  “ apply  to  have  his  first 
and  second  examinations  held,”  shall  “ cease  to  be  a candi- 
date”— “ unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactorv  reasons  to  him 
assigned,  shall  allow  him  further  time.”  There  are  several 
candidates  in  this  diocese  who  have  been  such  more  than 
three  years,  but  have  not  applied  to  have  either  of  their  exa- 
minations held.  They  are  hereby  notified,  that  the  canon 
mentioned  will  reach  their  cases  in  October,  1835. 

There  are  parishes  in  the  diocese  which  I do  not  include  in 
my  visitations,  as,  in  consequence  of  various  untoward  circum- 
stances, the  congregations  appear  to  be  extinct,  and  to  have 
no  further  claim  on  my  services.  I mention  this,  to  account 
for  the  omission  of  the  names  of  several  parishes  in  this  and 
some  of  my  former  addresses  to  you,  and  the  probable  omis- 
sion of  others  in  future.  Whether  an  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution may  be  proper,  not  to  interfere  with  the  legal  exis- 
tence of  such  corporations,  nor  to  deprive  them  of  the  right 
of  attending  in  this  body,  by  their  deputies,  or  of  any  other 
benefit  which  may  further  their  possible  resuscitation,  but  to 
take  from  them  the  right  of  voting  in  the  Convention,  while 
their  existence  is  merely  nominal,  or  theoretical,  or  construc- 
tive, I leave  to  your  judgment. 

I have  gone  through  with  the  several  topics  relating  to 
ecclesiastical  business  that  have  occurred  to  me.  One  howe- 
ver of  a different  sort  remains.  It  is  the  continued  health, 
and  the  activity  uncommon  at  his  age,  of  our  venerable  Fa- 
ther in  God — the  centre  of  our  affections,  and  of  those  of  our 
whole  church.  No  individual  perhaps  on  earth  is  personally 
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connected  with  so  many  circumstances  of  deep  interest.  For 
nearly  half  a century  he  has  been  the  living  link  between  two 
churches,  the  church  of  England  and  the  American  Episcopal 
church.  For  nearly  three  quarters  of  a century,  he  has  been 
the  living  link  between  the  successive  generations  of  men  in 
active  life,  who,  at  the  beginning  of  that  period,  were  promi- 
nent in  the  affairs  of  our  church,  or  have  since  become  such. 
All  our  bishops  but  one,  since  the  succession  was  obtained,  and 
all  our  present  bishops,  received  their  commission  at  his  hands. 
He  has  been  the  Senior  Bishop  of  our  chin  ch  more  than  thirty- 
eight  years : and  he  sits  among  his  Episcopal  compeers,  as  did 
St.  John,  surrounded  by  younger  brethren  only  in  the  Aposto- 
lic office,  all  the  other  first  incumbents,  and  many  others  later 
in  their  consecration,  having  been  removed  from  their  earthly 
labours.  He  was  the  friend  and  pastor  of  Washington,  and  a 
chaplain  to  Congress  at  an  early  period.  Once,  he  was  the 
only  Episcopal  clergyman  in  Pennsylvania ; now,  about  seven- 
ty acknowledge  him  their  diocesan.  His  personal  character 
is  unstained,  his  official  character  admired  and  venerated. 
Strangers  ask  to  see  him — and  young  children  are  brought 
into  his  presence,  that  they  may  be  able  to  say,  at  future  pe- 
riods, that  they  have  been  taken  by  the  hand  by  Bishop  White. 
I am  sure  that  the  hearts  of  all  of  you,  my  brethren,  unite  with 
mine  in  the  prayer,  that  God  will  still  “remember  for  good” 
his  aged  and  faithful  servant.

The  convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  roll  was  called. 

The  Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Edwd.  Y.  Buchanan , is  entitled 
to  a seat  in  this  convention: — which  at  the  request  of  the  mov- 
er, was  referred  to  a committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold, 
Rev.  Messrs.  James  and  Bull,  Messrs.  Wallace  and  Mere- 
dith. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Bedell,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  and  were 
adopted  unanimously; — 

Whereas,  God  in  his  wise  providence,  has  seen  fit  to  remove 
out  of  this  world,  our  brother,  the  Rev.  James  Montgomery, 
D.  D.  late  rector  of  St.  Stephen’s  church,  in  the  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, and  whereas,  from  the  time  of  his  connexion  with 
this  diocese,  till  his  removal  to  the  Church  triumphant,  he 
was  an  active,  zealous,  laborious,  and  eminently  useful  mem- 
ber of  this  Convention — as  member  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
— delegate  to  the  General  Convention,  &c. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  deeply  deplore  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Montgomery  as  a loss  to  the  church  in  this 
diocese ; at  the  same  time  expressing  the  most  perfect  sub- 
mission to  the  dispensation  which  removed  him  from  his  earth- 
ly labours  to  his  heavenly  inheritance. 

Resolved,  That  in  testimony  of  respect  for  his  memory, 
this  preamble  and  resolutions  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a committee  be  appointed  to  receive  appli- 
cations for  mileage  and  to  distribute  the  fund  appropriated  for 
that  purpose  by  the  last  convention,  vide  p.  57  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  1833. 

Messrs.  Jas.  S.  Smith,  Tobias  Wagner  and  James  Pea- 
cock, were  appointed. 
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The  Secretary  read  a statement  of  the  dues  to  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  claim  of  the 
Rev.  Edward  Y.  Buchanan,  to  a seat  in  this  Convention,  re- 
port : — 

That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buchanan  was  invited  to  take  charge 
of  Christchurch,  Allegheny  town,  by  the  vestry  of  the  same, 
in  October,  1832,  as  its  minister,  and  entered  immediately  on  the 
duties  of  the  office — that  in  the  month  of  March,  1833,  he 
was  called  to  and  occupied  the  rectorship  of  Christ  church, 
Meadville,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  said  rectorship  in  the 
month  of  April,  1833 — having  in  the  interval  continued  to  of- 
ficiate in  Christ  church,  Allegheney  town, — and  that  in  the 
month  of  December,  1833,  he  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to 
resign  the  charge  of  Christ  church,  Meadville — having  been 
a settled  minister  of  this  diocese  for  upwards  of  twelve  calen- 
der months  previous  to  the  meeting  of  this  convention — and 
having  continued  up  to  this  date  within  the  diocese,  though 
prevented  from  officiating  by  indisposition;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Edward  Y.  Buchanan  is  entitled 
to  a seat  in  this  Convention.

Report  of  the  Rev.  G.  T.  Bedell , D.  D.,  rector  of  St.  An- 
drew's church , Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults,  10;  infants,  18;  total,  28 — Congregation, 
families,  200;  adults,  650,  children,  320;  total  970 — Commu- 
nicants, added,  41;  died  or  removed  17;  present  number,  360; 
Public  Services,  on  Sundays,  120;  other  days  70;  total  190 — 
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Confirmed  19 — Marriages  13 — Burials  9— -Bible  Classes  1— 
members  175 — Sunday  Schools,  male  4,  teachers  17,  pupils 
220;  female  6;  teachers  40;  pupils  567;  total,  schools  10;  teach- 
ers 57;  pupils  787.  Collections,  Episcopal  Fund,  $32;  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  $74;  Missionary  and 
other  purposes,  $2600;  total  $2676. 

The  190  public  services  include  only  those  on  which  ser- 
mons or  lectures  are  delivered.  Besides  these  there  are  regu- 
larly 104  meetings  for  prayer,  to  which  also  is  to  be  added 
every  day  during  the  season  of  Lent. 

The  most  of  the  young  children  of  the  congregation  are  ca- 
techized at  the  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Sunday  School  Libraries  consist  of  more  than  1000 
volumes. 

Besides  the  Sunday  School  Teachers  mentioned  above,  we 
have  about  40  others  engaged  in  schools,  &.c.  not  connected 
with  St.  Andrew’s  church. 

Rev.  Mr.  Alden  continues  his  valuable  services  on  Sunday 
afternoons,  preaching  to  the  children  of  the  Sunday  Schools — 
a gratuitous  labour. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman , rector  of  St.  James' 
church,  Lancaster,  Lancaster  county. 

Baptisms,  adults  3;  infants  13;  total  16.  Congregation,  fa- 
milies 60.  Communicants,  added,  5;  died  or  removed  5;  pre- 
sent number  68.  Public  services,  on  Sundays,  104;  on  other 
days  56;  total  160.  Confirmed,  7;  marriages  12;  burials  12; 
children  catechized  60;  times  12.  Sunday  Schools,  male  1; 
teachers  10;  pupils  57;  female  1;  teachers  11;  pupils  66;  total 
schools  2;  teachers  21;  pupils  123.  Collections,  Episcopal 
Fund,  $37  50.  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,

There  is  no  Bible  Class  distinct  from  the  Sunday  School: 
the  Bible  however,  is  one  of  the  regular  studies  of  the  more 
advanced  pupils  of  the  school;  and  they  are  publicly  examin- 
ed in  it,  as  well  as  in  the  Church  Catechism. 

Of  the  above  named  contributions  for  “ Missionary  and  other 
purposes,”  $98,  are  from  “ The  Female  Auxiliary  Missionary 
Society  of  St.  James’  Church,”  and  $12  from  the  children  of 
the  female  department  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  rector  of  St.  John's  church, 
N.  L.  Philadelphia. 

Since  the  last  report  was  presented,  the  rector  of  this 
church  has  resumed  his  parochial  labours,  after  a temporary 
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absence  in  the  service  of  the  “ Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society.”  He  returned  on  the  1st  of  September  last, 
since  which  time  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  bless  the  ministry 
of  his  servant,  and  to  add  to  this  church  52  members. — The 
whole  number  of  communicants  is  now  224.  There  have  been 
21  baptisms,  7 of  whom  were  adults.  Divine  service  has  been 
performed  on  each  Lord’s  day  three  times,  between  Christ- 
mas and  Easter — since  the  latter  period  twice.  A weekly 
lecture  is  held  in  the  church  on  Thursday  evenings.  A Bible 
class  of  about  GO  members  on  Tuesday  evenings,  and  a meet- 
ing for  social  prayer  on  Saturday  evenings.  Thirty-six  per- 
sons have  been  confirmed;  twenty-six  by  yourself,  and  ten  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk.  The  Sunday  Schools  are 
in  a prosperous  condition ; in  the  male  school  there  are  8 
teachers,  and  60  pupils;  in  the  female  school,  24  teachers, 
and  150  pupils.  There  is  likewise  an  infant  school,  consisting 
of  about  20  pupils,  and  a class  of  girls,  who  are  taught  in  the 
church  separate  and  apart  from  the  Sunday  Schools. 

The  collection  for  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity, was  $21  97.  That  /or  the  Episcopal  Fund  was  $ 15  50. 
For  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  $100. 

The  Contribution  Society,  of  the  formation  of  which  notice 
was  given  in  the  last  year’s  report,  with  the  aid  of  the  ladies 
of  the  congregation,  have  discharged  $2695  of  the  debt  upon 
the  church.

The  Rector  is  happy  to  state,  that  we  now  worship  in  our 
new  church  at  the  corner  of  12th  and  Cherry  streets — which 
was  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God  on  the  15th 
of  March  last,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  White; — Bishops  On- 
derdonk  and  Doane  being  present  and  assisting  in  the  services. 
Very  general  commendation  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  neat- 
ness and  taste  of  its  interior  arrangements.  To  the  unweari- 
ed zeal  and  perseverance  of  those  concerned  in  this  arduous 
undertaking,  much  praise  is  due. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state,  that  for  a valuable  service  of 
communion  plate,  received  through  the  hands  of  our  venera- 
ble Bishop,  the  church  is  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  a kind 
friend. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  E.  Y.  Buchanan,  late  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Meadville,  Crawford  county. 

It  was  with  unfeigned  regret  that  I felt  myself  obliged  by 
ill  health  to  resign  the  parish  at  Meadville  about  the  end  of 
December  last.  Though  I had  had  charge  of  it  but  eight 
months,  yet  the  kindness  of  the  people,  in  that  short  time,  had 
endeared  them  to  me  not  a little.  My  regret  has  since  been 
increased  by  a knowledge  of  the  fact,  that  they  have  proved 
unsuccessful  in  two  or  three  efforts  to  obtain  a minister. 

At  the  time  of  my  resignation,  the  affairs  of  the  congrega- 
tion were  in  an  encouraging  state.  The  size,  beauty  and 
finish  of  their  holy  temple,  are  but  in  correspondence  with  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  parish;  in  which,  out  of  about  fifty- 
five  families  connected  with  the  church,  there  are  seventy- 
eight  communicants,  most  of  whom  are  consistent  professors 
of  religion. 

During  my  residence  in  Meadville,  there  were  two  addi- 
tions to  the  communion,  and  one  removal  from  it  by  death. 
There  were  five  baptisms,  all  infants;  four  marriages;  six  bu- 
rials. The  Sunday  school  consisted  of  from  sixty-five  to  seventy 
regular  scholars,  a Superintendent,  eight  male  and  twelve  fe- 
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male  teachers.  Catechetical  exercises  of  the  children  took 
place  once  every  month;  and  lectures  tc  the  teachers  once 
every  week.  This  Sunday  school  has  ever  been  superintend- 
ed, and  in  great  part,  taught  by  persons  of  weight  and  influ- 
ence in  the  congregation,  and  has  been  a most  useful  auxili- 
ary to  the  church. 

Besides  the  regular  school,  there  was  organized  in  Novem- 
ber last,  another,  for  the  instruction  of  coloured  persons; 
adults  and  children.  Number  of  pupils,  twenty-five;  of  teach- 
ers, six  male  and  four  female.  This  school  promises  to  re- 
ward the  praiseworthy  efforts  of  the  teachers;  some  of  whom, 
besides  the  instruction  given  on  Sunday,  meet  their  pupils  on 
one  evening  in  each  week  for  this  purpose. 

In  the  month  of  June  last  there  was  organized  a “Parish 
Association  to  aid  the  ‘Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  Pennsylvania,’  the  ‘Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,’  the  Sunday  School,  Tract,  Bible  and  Prayer 
Book  departments  of  usefulness.”  It  was  co-operated  in  by 
the  mass  of  the  congregation,  and  has  already  contributed 
$30  to  the  first  named  society,  $30  to  the  second,  and  g60  to 
the  remaining  objects. 

A Sewing  Society,  organized  in  July  last,  has  also  contri- 
buted $10  to  the  “Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christian- 
ity in  Pennsylvania;”  and  the  same  amount  to  the  General 
Missionary  Society.  Whole  amount  of  contributions,  $140. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  hoped  that  so  interesting  a parish  will 
not  long  be  destitute  of  a faithful  minister;  especially  as  it  is 
surrounded  with  almost  every  species  of  dissenters  from  that 
which  we  believe  to  be  the  Apostolic  organization  of  the 
church;  some  of  them,  total  deniers  of  its  faith.  Constant 
lay  service  has  been  performed  in  the  absence  of  a minister, 
and  has  been  of  use  in  keeping  the  flock  together;  but  it  is 
obvious,  that  this  nor  no  other  flock  can  thrive,  without  a 
shepherd  to  go  out  and  in  before  them. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull,  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Chester  county;  Bangor  Church , Churchtown,  Lancas- 
ter county;  and  St.  Thomas’s  Church,  Morgantown , 
Berks  county.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Carry  Chambers , rector  of  St.  Mark’s 
church,  Lewistozvn  Mifflin  county. 

Congregation, 
families  40,  adults  101,  children  75;  total  176.  Communi- 
cants, added  17;,  died  or  removed  6;  present  number  28. 
Public  services,  on  Sundays  56;  other  days  10;  total  66.  Con- 
firmed 15;  marriages  3;  burials  3;  children  catechized  15; 
times,  not  kept  any  particular  account  of.  Bible  classes  2; 
members  16.  Sunday  schools,  male,  teachers,  3;  pupils,  17;

N.  B.  No  collection  has  been  made  here,  save  that  which 
went  to  pay  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  to  which  it  was  not 
fully  adequate. 

Of  the  above  congregation,  32  families  have  been  added 
within  the  last  eighteen  months,  comprehending  70  adults  and 
56  children, — also,  several  young  men,  chieiiy  professional 
men,  who  have  not  been  numbered  as  the  members  of  this 
congregation,  but  whose  attendance  to  the  worship  is  very  re- 
gular. 

Mr.  C.  has  distributed  (since  the  last  convention)  in  this 
congregation,  and  that  of  Trinity  church,  Philipsburg,  eighty- 
five  dollar’s  worth  of  Prayer  Books,  and  he  is  happy  to  say, 
the  demand  for  these  books  increases;  Mill-Hall,  Bellefonte, 
and  Clearfield  county  require  a supply.  Mr.  C.  has  preached 
occasionally,  last  year,  at  Bellefonte,  and  Mill-Hall,  being  the 
first  Episcopal  clergyman  that  ever  preached  at  the  latter 
place;  from  these  towns  he  has  proposals  for  an  Episcopal 
clergyman,  each  requiring  one  half  of  his  services — and  on  the 
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arrival  of  a clergyman  among  them,  the  promise  of  their  ex- 
ertions to  build  a church  in  each  place. 

Also,  the  Report  of  Trinity  Church , Philipsburg,  Centre 

County. 

Baptisms,  adults,  4;  infants,  11;  total  15.  Congregation, 
families  31;  adults  86;  children  77.  Communicants,  added, 
10,  died  or  removed,  5;  present  number  41.  Public  services, 
on  Sundays,  44;  Wednesdays  2;  total  46.  Confirmed  24;  mar- 
riages 1;  burials  4;  children  catechized  14;  times  17.  Bible 
classes  2;  members  20.  Sunday  schools,  male,  teachers  5;  pu- 
pils 40;  female,  teachers,  4;  pupils  50;  total,  schools  2;  teach- 
ers 9;  pupils  90. 

Of  the  above  congregation,  17  families  are  added  within 
the  last  twelve  months,  comprehending  43  adults,  and  33  chil- 
dren ; to  this  congregation  Mr.  C.  devotes  one-third  of  his 
time.  Last  summer,  together  with  his  clerical  duties,  he  ex- 
erted himself  in  raising  a subscription,  and  getting  a fence 
round  the  grave  yard;  also,  some  repairs  on  the  church. 

Mr.  C.  has  received  a letter  from  the  neighbouring  towns 
of  Clearfield  county,  signed  by  respectable  inhabitants  thereof, 
requesting  him  to  make  an  application  for  a Protestant  Epis- 
copal Missionary  for  them,  which  letter  he  has  forwarded  to 
the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  he  trusts  that  this  extensive  field  will  not 
be  long  without  a labourer. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's 

church,  Chester,  St.  Martin's,  Marcus  Hook,  and,  St. 

John’s,  Concord,  all  in  Delaware  county. 

The  rector  of  these  churches  has  great  satisfaction  in  com- 
municating the  intelligence,  that  the  Lord  has  been  very  gra- 
cious to  him  and  his  people  during  the  past  year,  in  let- 
ting down  on  them  “the  dews  of  divine  grace,”  in  quicken- 
ing the  devotion  and  obedience  of  his  children,  and  in  bring- 
ing sinners  to  a knowledge  of  Christ,  our  only  Saviour.  His 
congregations  have  increased  both  in  the  number  of  attendants 
and  of  believers.  While  their  attention  has  been  mainly  di- 
rected to  those  weighty  truths  upon  which  depends  the  salva- 
tion of  the  immortal  soul,  they  have  not  been  left  without  in- 
struction on  those  important  peculiarities  of  our  church,  which 
should  always  be  exhibited  in  unfolding  the  Gospel,  and  which 
hitherto  has  been  too  much  neglected. 

The  Sunduy  schools  in  connexion  with  the  churches  of 
Marcus  Hook  and  Chester,  continue  to  flourish.  The  former 
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contains  seven  teachers,  and  42  scholars ; the  latter  12  teach- 
ers, and  80  scholars. 

A monthly  meeting  for  prayer  and  conveying  information 
on  the  subject  of  Missions  has  been  regularly  held  at  Chester, 
likewise  a similar  meeting  in  connexion  with  the  Sunday 
school  interest. 

The  congregation  at  Concord,  by  a laudable  zeal  and  gene- 
rous subscription,  have  enlarged  and  improved  the  church. 

The  three  congregations,  I am  happy  to  say,  evince  much 
improvement  in  numbers,  in  piety,  and  their  knowledge  of, 
and  adherence  to,  the  church. 

I have  three  regular  services  on  the  Lord’s  day,  and  travel 
on  alternate  Sundays,  20  miles,  and  8 miles.  I hold  one  stated 
week  day  service,  but  often  officiate  from  2 to  6 times. 

Collections  have  been  as  follows: — At  Chester,  for  Episco-

Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Crumpton,  Missionary , in  the 

service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christian- 
ity. 

Since  my  return  to  the  west  in  January  last,  I have  been 
engaged  in  the  congregations  at  Kittanning,  Butler  and  Law- 
renceville.  I have  visited  Kittanning  four  times,  preached 
nine  times,  and  officiated  at  one  funeral.  The  communion 
has  been  once  administered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold,  to  about 
eighteen  persons. 

I have  also  visited  Butler  four  times,  and  preached  nine 
times.  The  communion  has  here  also  been  administered  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold,  to  about  thirty-six  persons.  For  the  in- 
crease of  these  congregations,  more  frequent  services  are 
needed. 

At  Lawrenceville,  I have  preached  twenty-seven  times, 
and  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  say  that  the  prospects  of 
this  congregation  are  very  promising.  The  services  are  gene- 
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rally  well  attended,  and  there  appears  to  be  a decided  and  se- 
rious attachment  to  the  doctrine  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal 
church. 

Connected  with  this  congregation  there  is  a Sunday  school, 
of  about  GO  children,  50  of  whom  are  regulated  in  their  at- 
tendance. 

There  have  as  yet  been  no  baptisms,  nor  has  the  communion 
been  administered. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold  and  Mr.  B. 
B.  Killikelly,  there  has  been  service  in  this  church  twice  eve- 
ry Sunday  since  January,  with  two  exceptions;  there  has  also 
been  a service  on  every  Tuesday  evening,  except  the  last 
two. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Cruse , Rector  of  St  David’s  Church , 

Manayunk , and  Missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Society 

for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Communicants 
added,  19,  died  or  removed,  2,  present  number  17.  Public 
services  on  Sundays  80,  other  days  7,  total  87.  Marriages  2.

female  2;  teachers  5;  pupils  36;  total  schools  3;  teachers  10; 
pupils  67.  Collection,  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity $5. 

The  church  at  Manayunk.  originated  in  the  suggestions  of 
the  Rev.  Robert  Davis,  who  first  prepared  and  took  measures 
to  ascertain  the  number  of  families  and  individuals,  either 
belonging  or  attached  to  the  Episcopal  communion.  The  re- 
sult was  far  beyond  the  expectations  of  the  most  sanguine. 
It  led  to  the  formation  of  a society  for  the  purpose  of  having 
divine  worship,  the  organization  of  a church,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a suitable  building.  The  corner  stone  of  this  building 
was  laid  by  the  Right  Rev.  Assistant  Bishop,  August,  1832. 
Its  progress  has  of  late  been  retarded  by  unforeseen  impedi- 
ments, but  it  is  confidently  believed  these  will  he  obviated 
ere  long,  and  the  church  be  ready  for  the  devotions  of  a con- 
gregation. 

Until  this  period  no  just  estimate  can  be  formed  of  the 
number  of  families  and  individuals  that  may  fairly  be  includ- 
ed in  the  rising  parish.  A loose  calculation  of  fifty  or  sixty  fa- 
milies and  individuals,  who  have  been  visited  by  the  resident 
clergyman,  has  been  made  at  different  times,  but  its  correct- 
ness remains  to  be  tested,  on  the  completion  of  the  building. 

The  importance  of  having  the  regular  services  of  the 
church  was  early  felt  by  those  who  took  an  interest  in  her 
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success,  and  in  consequence  of  an  invitation  to  this  effect,  the 
present  minister  has  resided  at  Manayunk  since  July  last. 
His  duties  under  the  auspices  of  the  society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity,  have  not,  however,  been  limited  to  this 
village,  but  extended  also  at  the  season  most  favourable,  to 
the  most  covenient  positions  in  the  vicinity. 

The  prospects  of  this  church  may  be  pronounced  encou- 
raging. A temporary  sacrifice  may  be  necessary  to  conduct 
it  into  successful  operation — and  it  may  and  does  require  more 
of  that  liberal  co-operation  which  it  has  already  experienced, 
yet  with  this  and  the  divine  blessing,  no  doubt  can  be  cherish- 
ed, but  that  it  will  soon  be  able  not  only  to  sustain  itself,  but 
also  to  contribute  a portion  to  the  support  and  extension  of 
the  church  at  large. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  James  De  Pzti,  rector  of  St.  Luke's 
church , Pottsville,  Schuylkill  county.

The  attendance  upon  the  public  services  of  the  Lord's  day 
is  increasing.  An  organ  has  been  obtained  for  the  church, 
and  has  been  the  means  of  greatly  improving  the  musie. 

The  ladies  of  the  congregation  held  a fair,  at  which  they 
realized  the  sum  of  $300.  This  sum  was  devoted  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  organ. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  rector  of  St.  Thomas' 
church  (African),  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.

The  rector  begs  leave  to  report  to  the  bishop  and  the  con- 
vention, that  no  very  important  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
spiritual  condition  of  this  congregation  since  last  convention. 
The  state  of  the  Sunday  school  is  verv  encouraging.  The 
rector  has  not  made  the  collections  recommended  by  the 
convention,  as  the  major  part  of  the  congregation  of  St. 
Thomas’  church  are  far  from  being  wealthy,  and  as  they 
esteem  it  their  duty  to  contribute  primarily  to  the  support  of 
their  own  poor,  and  the  encouragement  of  the  numerous  be- 
nevolent societies  of  the  people  of  colour.  Since  the  last 
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convention,  several  of  the  most  pious  of  the  communicants 
have  departed  this  life.  The  afternoon  congregations  are 
still  large  and  improving  ; and,  from  the  parochial  visits  made 
by  the  rector,  he  is  happy  in  discovering  that  there  has  been 
a deeper  degree  of  seriousness  among  the  members  than  he 
had  imagined. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  C.  Drake,  minister  of  St.  Paul's 
church,  Bloomshurg,  St.  Gabriel's  church,  Sugar  Loaf, 
and  Christ  Church,  Jersey  town,  Columbia  county 
Baptisms,  adults,  5 ; infants,  18;  total,  23.  Congregation, 
families  49.  Communicants,  added  14  ; died  or  removed  2. 
Present  number  57.  Public  services,  on  Sundays  59;  other 
days  47  ; total  106  Confirmed  20.  Marriages  3.  Burials  3. 
Children  catechized  in  Sunday  school.  Bible  class,  1;  mem- 
bers, 22.  Sunday  schools,  male,  1;  teachers,  8:  pupils,  30; 
female,  1;  teachers,  12;  pupils,  40;  total  schools  2;  teachers, 
20;  pupils,  70.  Collections,  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  S5  05;  Missionary  and  other  purposes,  $16  25;

The  present  minister  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  a lay  reader  in  the  church,  on  the  14th  day  of  July 
last.  Notwithstanding  the  character  of  the  services,  it  was 
extremely  gratifying  to  find  them  so  acceptable  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  it  is  not  vainly  hoped  that  these  humble  ser- 
vices have  been  blessed  by  the  Great  Head  of  the  church. 

The  services  performed  during  the  visit  of  the  Right  Rev. 
the  Assistant  Bishop,  in  November  last,  ordination,  confirma- 
tion and  communion,  were  solemn,  and  productive  of  beneficial 
effects. 

The  Bible  class  connected  with  the  congregation  is  gene- 
rally punctually  attended,  and  the  members  take  a great  in- 
terest in  its  studies.  The  Sunday  school  is  flourishing. 

In  addition  to  the  stated  services  in  the  church,  I have  had 
services  in  different  school  houses  in  the  neighbourhood,  which 
are  included  in  those  reported. 

St.  Gabriel's  church,  Sugarloaf. 

Baptisms,  infants,  11.  Congregation,  families  38.  Commu- 
nicants 11.  Public  services,  on  Sundays  9;  other  days  6;  to- 
tal, 15;  confirmed,  4.  Collection,  Society  forthe  Advancement 
of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  $1  42. 

My  first  visit  to  this  parish  was  made  on  the  13th  of  Octo- 
ber last;  since  which  time  they  have  had  regular  services 
every  fourth  Sunday.  They  have  recently  undertaken  to 
establish  a Sunday  school  with  a fair  prospect  of  success.  A 
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growing  interest  in  the  church  and  her  services  is  evidently 
manifested.

The  services  above  mentioned 
include  the  services  held  in  a school  house,  3 miles  beyond  the 
church,  and  at  New  Columbia. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Lyman  N.  Freeman,  rector  of  Christ 
church,  Brownsville,  Fayette  county,  and  missionary  in 
the  service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Chris- 
tianity in  Pennsylvania. 

Baptisms,  infants  8,  total  8.  Congregation,  families  26. — 
Communicants,  added  5;  present  number  29.  Public  services, 
on  Sundays  104;  other  days  62;  total  166.  Marriages  1;  bu- 
rials 3.  Children  Catechised  50,  times  52.  Bible  Class  1; 
members  14.  Sunday  schools,  male  1,  teachers  6,  pupils  40; 
female  1,  teachers  7,  pupils  50;  total,  schools  2,  teachers  13;

A much  larger  sum  than  the  above  would  have  been  given 
to  the  missionary  cause  by  the  Young  Ladies’  Sewing  Society, 
had  it  not  been  for  a very  pressing  and  urgent  call  made  upon 
them  for  aid  by  the  Somerset  sufferers,  at  the  very  time  of 
holding  their  fair.  They  immediately  responded,  as  might  be 
expected  from  their  characteristic  benevolence,  to  that  touch- 
ing call,  by  appropriating  a part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  fair 
to  the  relief  of  the  sufferers. 

The  avails  of  their  society  for  the  present  year  are  designed 
to  be  given  for  the  purchase  of  an  organ. 

The  state  of  things  in  this  parish  is  encouraging.  There 
has  been  an  increased  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the 
church  during  the  year  past,  and  a growing  attachment  to 
her  liturgy  is  indicated  on  the  part  of  the  congregation  by 
their  audible  and  prompt  responses. 

Episcopacy  also,  which  indeed  was  but  a scarecrow  to  the 
most  of  my  parishioners  when  1 first  came  among  them,  has 
become  not  only  tolerable  in  their  estimation,  but  a matter 
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of  fact  which  cannot  be  refuted,  a divine  institution,  which 
cannot  be  departed  from  with  safety. 

I resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  church,  Connellsville,  on 
the  first  of  January  last,  to  which  my  brother,  S.  C.  Freeman, 
immediately  succeeded.  The  state  of  the  parish  will  be  re- 
ported by  him.  I would,  however,  take  this  opportunity  to 
acknowlege,  in  behalf  of  the  vestry,  the  receipt  of  $80,  given 
by  the  Societies  belonging  to  Christ  church  and  St.  James’ 
church  of  this  city,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  them  in  liquidat- 
ing the  debt  incurred  by  the  erection  of  their  church. 

For  this  timely  assistance  they  were,  and  are,  very  thank- 
ful. They  intend,  I believe,  to  free  themselves  from  debt 
during  the  present  year. 

Respecting  St.  Paul’s  church,  Pike  Run,  I have  little  to  say. 
No  material  change  has  taken  place  in  its  spiritual  or  tempo- 
ral condition  since  the  last  Convention. 

I shall  hereafter  preach  in  this  church  once  a month,  and 
do  all  that  I possibly  can  to  make  it  flourish. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Bennet  Glover,  Missionary  at  Erie  and 

Waterford,  Erie  county,  in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the 

Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Paul's,  Erie. 

Congregation,  fami- 
lies about  35.  Communicants,  added  7.  Died  or  removed  4. 
Present  number  of  communicants  22.  Public  services  on 
Sundays  104;  on  Wednesday  evenings  52.

St.  Peter's , Waterford.

Report  of  the  Rev.  G.  E.  Hare,  rector  of  St.  John's  church, 

Carlisle.

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In  the  course  of  the  year  the  church  debt,  amounting  to 
about  one  thousand  and  seventy-five  dollars,  has  been  almost 
wholly  paid  off. 

The  parish  has  improved,  it  is  feared,  less  in  its  spiritual 
concerns  than  in  its  temporal.  The  latter  are  in  a flourish- 
ing condition.  A considerable  addition  to  the  list  of  commu- 
nicants has  been  made  since  the  first  of  May,  the  period  to 
which  this  report  extends. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hilton , missionary  at  Freeport , 
•Armstrong  county , and  rector  of  Christ  church,  Alle- 
gheny, in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Baptisms,  infants,  11  ; total,  11.  Communicants,  added,  8; 
present  number,  40.  Public  services,  on  Sundays,  34  ; other 
days,  7 ; total,  41.  Children  catechized,  27;  times,  5.

I took  charge  of  this  parish  in  the  beginning  of  December 
last ; which,  in  consequence  of  its  having  been,  for  a consi- 
derable time,  without  regular  pastoral  services,  I found  in  a 
very  languishing  condition.  This  congregation  is  yet  in  its 
infancy,  being  little  more  than  two  years  since  it  was  first  or- 
ganized ; during  the  greater  part  of  which  time,  it  has  been 
without  regular  services.  It  indeed  commenced  under  very 
favourable  auspices ; but  its  prospects  were  soon  consider- 
ably blighted,  in  the  removal,  by  death,  of  its  beloved  pastor, 
Rev.  Sanson  K.  Brunot,  ard  some  other  of  its  principal  sup- 
porters among  the  laity.  For  these  reasons,  I found  this  small 
congregation  very  much  discouraged  and  fearful,  in  regard  to 
their  future  prospects ; and  it  required  my  every  effort  to 
keep  them  from  despair.  But,  through  the  blessing  of  God, 
who  is  ever  ready  to  comfort  those  who  mourn  in  Zion,  our 
prospects  begin  to  brighten ; the  hopes  of  the  congregation 
begin  to  revive  ; their  despair  has  given  way  to  hope,  and 
they  are  now  looking  forward,  with  joyful  confidence,  to  the 
time,  which,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  is  not  far  distant, 
when  the  temple  which  they  have  erected  for  the  worship  of 
God,  shall  be  crowded  with  multitudes  all  eagerly  inquiring, 
u What  shall  we  do  to  be  saved?” 

In  the  beginning  of  January  last,  there  was  formed  a mis- 
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sionary  society,  auxiliary  to  the  “ Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church and 
subscriptions,  to  the  amount  of  about  fifty  dollars,  were  ob- 
tained. Owing  to  the  present  weak  state  of  the  congrega- 
tion, the  society  have  appropriated  to  the  use  of  their  own 
church,  that  part  of  their  funds,  which  was  contributed  for 
domestic  purposes,  which  nearly  includes  the  whole  of  it. 
This,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  no  longer  necessary  than  the  present 
year.  I would  also  mention,  with  approbation,  the  exertions 
ol  a few  of  the  ladies  of  this  congregation,  who  have  formed 
themselves  into  a sewing  society,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
to  extricate  the  church  from  its  present  difficulties.  May 
their  pious  labours  be  blessed  ; and  may  their  anxious  wishes 
for  the  building  up  of  our  Zion,  soon  be  amply  gratified. 

Congregation  at  Freeport , Armstrong  County. 

Since  my  last  report  up  to  the  1st  of  December  last,  I have 
officiated  regularly,  at  this  place,  once  in  six  weeks : since  De- 
cember I have  been  with  them  once  a month.  Besides  the  ser- 
vices on  Sundays,  I have  frequently  officiated  among  them  on 
week  days,  and  alwayshad  respectable  and  attentive  audiences. 
I believe  there  is  nothing  wanting,  to  raise  in  this  place,  a re- 
spectable Episcopal  congregation,  but  more  frequent  ser- 
vices. The  congregation  has  been  organized  here ; but  they 
are  not  yet  sufficiently  strong  to  erect  a church.  They  own  a 
part  of  a house,  which  was  built  by  them  in  connexion  with 
two  or  three  other  sects ; but  which,  owing  to  its  construc- 
tion, is  but  ill  adapted  to  our  mode  of  worship. 

St.  Peter's  Church , Butler , Butler  County. 

Baptisms,  adults,  1 ; infants,  7 ; total,  8.  Communicants, 
added,  2 ; died,  2 ; present  number,  42.  Burials,  5.  Bible 
class,  1.  Sunday  schools,  1. 

From  May,  1833,  to  December  of  the  same  year,  Iofficiated 
here  every  second  Sunday.  Here  the  prospects  of  our  church 
still  continued  to  be  encouraging  ; she  was  daily  gaining 
strength,  and  gradually  overcoming  the  deep-rooted  preju- 
dices of  our  dissenting  brethren,  to  her  scriptural  and  apos- 
tolic mode  of  worship. 

Besides  the  regular  service  in  the  church  on  Sundays,  1 fre- 
quently officiated  in  the  country,  on  week  days  ; every  family 
was  visited,  some  of  them  several  times,  and  the  children  ca- 
techized several  times.  Since  December  last,  they  have  not, 
in  consequence  of  my  removal,  had  regular  services.  Since 
his  ordination,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crumpton  has  visited  them  occa- 
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sionally  ; whose  services,  I am  happy  to  say,  have  been  very 
acceptable  to  them  ; their  only  regret  is,  that  they  cannot 
enjoy  them  more  frequently.  They  are  extremely  anxious 
to  procure  the  regular  services  of  another  clergyman  ; and 
are  willing  to  contribute,  according  to  their  ability,  to  his 
support.  May  their  wishes,  in  this  respect,  soon  be  gratified. 

St.  Paul's,  Kittanning' , Armstrong  Comity. 

At  this  place,  since  my  last  report,  up  to  December  last,  I 
have  laboured  the  one-half  of  my  time.  But  they  also,  in 
consequence  of  my  removal,  have  been  deprived  of  regular 
services,  since  that  time.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Crumpton  has  like- 
wise visited  this  place  occasionally, where  his  services  have  also 
been  highly  acceptable.  This  congregation,  in  connexion  with 
the  one  at  Butler,  is  anxious  to  procure  the  regular  services 
of  another  clergyman.  The  state  of  this  congregation  dif- 
fers but  little  from  that  given  in  my  last  report;  but  unless 
they  can  soon  be  supplied  with  regular  services,  they  will,  it 
is  to  be  feared,  gradually  wander  into  strange  folds. 

The  families  of  this  congregation  have  also  been  visited, 
and  the  children  catechized  several  times.

The  state  of  this  congregation  is  pretty  much  as  when  last 
reported.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  in  future  years, 
more  evident  improvement  will  be  seen  than  is  now  manifest. 
The  debt  which  formerly  cramped  our  energies,  and  in  a mea- 
sure destroyed  our  activity,  is  now  nearly,  if  not  entirely  re- 
moved; and  there  does  seem  to  be  a better  spirit  among  us, 
as  of  earnestness  and  zeal  in  the  cause  of  religion  and  the 
church. 
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St.  Andrew's  church,  West  Vincent. 

Baptisms,  adults  12;  total  12.  Congregation,  families  sup- 
posed to  be  35.  Communicants,  added,  24;  died  1;  whole  num- 
ber's. Sunday  school  1;  teachers  10;  pupils  40;  confirmed, 
19.  Collections,  Episcopal  Fund,  $6  18^;  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  816  83;  other 
purposes,  $42  78.  Total  $65  79^. 

This  church  has  not  yet  been  received  into  union  with  the 
Convention.  Application  will  be  made  at  its  present  session. 

The  prospects  of  this  infant  congregation  are  highly  encou- 
raging. And  the  rector  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
his  gratitude  to  his  heavenly  Master,  for  the  signal  blessings 
with  which  he  has  crowned  his  humble  labours. 

It  has  not  been  much  more  than  a year  since  it  was  deter- 
mined to  erect  an  Episcopal  church.  This  has  been  done.  A 
neat  and  convenient  building,  38  ft.  by  50  ft.  (not  55  ft.)  as  re- 
ported last  year,  calculated  to  seat  300  persons,  has  been 
finished. — The  building  is  of  stone,  plastered  white.  On  my 
regular  preaching  days  the  church  is  generally  filled.  And 
there  seems  to  be  a desire  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  hear 
Christ’s  Gospel,  which  will  be  of  great  good  to  their  spiritual 
interests.  We  may  indeed  say,  the  Lord  has  been  with  us. 
He  has  blessed  us ; and  there  are  many  now,  who,  when  the 
first  stone  in  this  church  was  laid,  were  in  the  “gall  of  bit- 
terness, and  bond  of  iniquity,”  are  now  amongst  the  most  live- 
ly stones  in  God’s  spiritual  temple. 

This  was  a waste  place,  our  church  has  occupied  it,  and  the 
congregation  are  daily  becoming,  it  is  hoped,  not  only  rooted 
and  grounded  in  the  doctrines  of  the  word  of  God,  but  in  the 
important  and  interesting  peculiarities  of  our  church. 

This  church  was  consecrated  to  the  service  and  worship 
of  Almighty  God,  by  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  our  diocese,  in 
December  last. 

Since  I have  been  labouring  in  this  neighbourhood,  which 
is  about  18  months,  I have  distributed  somewhere  about  100 
Prayer  Books. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Kirke , rector  of  St.  John's  church. 

New  London , and  missionary  in  the  service  of  the  Society 

for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.

To  the  abovementioned  sixteen  persons  admitted  to  the 
rite  of  confirmation  in  this  church,  may  be  added  two  others 
also  belonging  to  it,  who  were  confirmed  at  St.  James’s,  West 
Marlborough.  A small  library  is  about  to  be  opened  in  the 
church.  A parish  Temperance  Society,  consisting  of  near 
thirty  members,  has  been  formed;  and  the  balance  of  debt 
contracted  by  rebuilding  the  church  edifice,  has  been  paid 
off. 

The  new  church  edifice  of  St.  James’s,  West  Marlborough, 
begun  last  spring,  was  finished  and  consecrated  in  October 
last;  and,  by  the  liberality  of  kind  friends,  is  now  nearly  out 
of  debt.  The  Rector  of  St.  John’s  church,  New  London,  also 
reports,  that  he  has  here  baptized  one  infant,  admitted  one, 
(the  first  communicant  in  the  parish.)  to  the  Lord’s  table,  and 
buried  one  adult:  that  three  persons,  (two  of  which,  as  above 
stated,  belong  to  St.  John’s,  New  London)  have  been  confirm- 
ed, and  that  there  has  been  service  in  this  church,  from  the 
period  of  its  consecration  up  to  the  date  of  this  report,  fifteen 
times. 

He  also  begs  leave  to  state  that,  besides  officiating  occa- 
sionally at  various  places,  he  has  buried  two  adults  in  the 
grave  yard  of  the  Friend’s  meeting  house  at  West  Grove; 
preached  ten  times  at  a school  house  near  Doe  Run  factories, 
and  nineteen  times  at,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Glenville,  where 
he  has  also  baptized  four  children. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Lord , Missionary  at  Athens , 

Bradford  county , in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the 

Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

Agreeably  to  the  requisition  of  one  of  our  canons,  I shall 
make  a brief  statement  of  my  services  and  present  prospects, 
in  this  place. 

Since  my  arrival  here  in  August  last,  I have  officiated  most 
of  the  time  in  this  place.  On  the  30th  of  August,  a congre- 
gation was  organized,  by  the  name  of  Christ  church,  Athens. 
The  congregation  is  small,  and  there  has  been  little  increase, 
owing,  in  part,  to  the  prejudices  against  the  church — and  in 
part  to  removals  from  the  place. — Some  have  come  in,  and 
some  have  left. — Athens  is  rather  going  down,  and  therefore 
the  prospects  are  not  very  favourable.  Before  your  visit 
here  in  November,  I had  officiated  two  Sundays  in  Towanda, 
about  15  miles  south  of  this, — since  some  time  in  December, 
I have  regularly  officiated  there  on  every  fourth  Sunday. — 
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There  is  a larger  congregation  than  in  this  place — yet  but  lit- 
tle zeal  or  true  piety — there  being  but  one  communicant,  a 
female.  I have  been  three  times  to  Troy,  a small  village, 
about  20  miles  west  of  this — in  and  about  Troy  are  several 
Episcopalians — and  there  are  some  things  very  favourable. 
For  a few  weeks  I officiated  in  Litchfield,  about  5 miles  east 
of  this,  in  a private  house,  on  Friday  evenings.  And  for  some 
time  I have  officiated  every  other  Sunday  evening  at  Factory- 
ville,  a small  village  about  4 miles  north  of  this,  in  the  state 
of  New  York,  where  there  is  a very  good  attendance.  We 
have  a small  Sunday  school, — a society  auxiliary  to  the  socie- 
ty of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Advancement 
of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  and  a sewing  society  among 
the  ladies.  I have  baptized  in  Athens  (2  adults  and  6 chil- 
dren) 8 in  Towanda,  l child,  (and  you  have  baptized  2)  3 in 
Troy,  3 children — making  in  all  13  baptisms;  I have  married 
one  couple — I have  attended  2 funerals,  infants — one  in  Elmi- 
ra, and  one  in  this  place — neither  of  them  belonging  to  Epis- 
copal families.  The  communion  has  been  administered  three 
times,  once  by  yourself,  and  twice  by  Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  of  El- 
mira, N.  Y.  I have  exchanged  with  him  three  times.  There 
have  been,  as  near  as  I can  learn,  18  communicants  in  Athens; 
of  these  4 have  been  added — 5 persons  have  been  confirmed. 
Of  the  communicants,  6 have  left,  2 expect  to  leave  in  July, 
and  2 in  the  coming  fall. 

In  Towanda,  there  is  one  communicant — in  and  around 
Troy  8,  and  perhaps  more.  Under  existing  circumstances,  it 
has  been  deemed  expedient  to  alter  the  present  arrangement 
as  soon  as  convenient.  There  is  the  expectation  that  in  July 
I shall  change  my  place  of  residence  to  Towanda — and  after 
that  shall  officiate  one-fourth  of  the  time  in  that  place,  one- 
fourth  in  Pike  church,  on  the  Wyalusing  creek,  one-fourth  in 
Athens,  and  one-fourth  in  Troy.  The  wants  of  the  church  in 
this  county  seem  to  require  such  an  arrangement  till  such  time 
as  we  can  have  more  clergymen.  We  have  had  lay-reading 
at  Athens  generally,  when  I have  been  absent — and  it  is  hoped 
that  regular  services  may  be  held  in  Pike,  Troy  and  this  place. 
Should  I give  but  one-fourth  of  my  time  to  each — considering 
the  circumstances  under  which  I come  here — prejudices  the 
most  deep  and  settled — other  denominations  well  established 
— Episcopalians  few,  and  in  Troy  and  Towanda  unacquainted 
with  one  another — and  in  the  midst  of  opposition  and  con- 
tumely and  reproach — while  I have  reason  to  be  deeply  hum- 
bled under  a sense  of  my  unworthiness  and  unfaithfulness,  I 
have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  my  services  have  been  to 
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some  extent  blessed.  Prejudices  have  been  removed,  Episco- 
palians have  been  brought  together,  and  opposition  in  a great 
measure  overcome.  The  church  has  been  exhibited,  and 
some  have  been  constrained  to  acknowledge,  that  she  was  and 
is,  the  church  of  the  living  God.  Some  of  those  who  had  stray- 
ed from  the  true  fold  into  strange  and  dangerous  pastures, 
have  been  brought  back  : — some  of  the  lost  have  been  found, 
and  some,  as  I trust,  have  been  built  up  in  our  most  holy  faith, 
have  grown  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  While  I have  endeavoured  to  exhibit 
and  enforce  what  my  lamented  friend,  Dr.  Montgomery,  was 
pleased  to  call  “ the  sacred  trial  of  principles,”  “ Gospel  doc- 
trine, Gospel  order,  and  Gospel  holiness “the  truth  of  the 
Gospel,  in  the  Church  of  the  Gospel,  producing  the  fruits  of 
the  Gospel,”  my  services  and  instructions  have  been  kindly 
received,  and  in  some  instances  diligently  followed.  I trust 
a foundation  has  been  laid  such  that,  if  services  should  be  con- 
tinued in  these  places,  the  church  may  and  will  increase  and 
prosper — and  that  her  children  will  be  a peculiar  people,  zea- 
lous of  good  works. 

A collection  has  been  made  for  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  amounting  to  $4  10, 
and  our  society  have  raised  it  to  $10.  No  collection  has  been 
made  for  the  Episcopal  Fund — but  there  will  be  one  in  due 
time. 

Report  of  the  Rev . Samuel  Marks,  missionary , rector  of  St. 

Mark's  church , New  Milford;  St.  Jude's  church , Spring- 
field;  St.  Matthew's  church,  Pike;  St.  Paid's  church,  Mont- 
rose, in  the  service  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 

Christianity  in  Pennsylvania. 

St.  Paul's  church,  Montrose. 

This  church  was  consecrated  in  October  last.  Confirmed 
by  Bishop  Onderdonk  3.  Baptisms,  adults  2;  children  8; 
total  10.  Communicants  8.  Marriages  5.  Funerals  2. 
Connected  with  the  church,  is  a good  Sunday  school.  This 
church  is  in  possession  of  a neat  organ,  and  a surplice,  present- 
ed by  Mrs.  S.  Wallace,  of  Philadelphia. 

St.  Matthew's,  Pike. 

Baptisms  4.  Confirmed  by  the  Bishop  3.  Marriages  2. 

No  additions  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  communi- 
cants. 

I am  sorry  to  say,  that  circumstances  prevent  my  officiat- 
ing often  in  this  place.  The  church  is  very  desirous  of  a 
minister.  6 
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St.  Mark's,  New  Milford. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  number  of  communicants 
during  the  past  year,  3;  total  27.  Confirmed  by  the  Bishop, 

3.  Baptisms,  adults  3;  infants  3;  total  6.  Funerals  1. 

St.  Andrew's  church , Springville. 

This  is  a newly  organized  church.  During  the  past  year, 
a beautiful  edifice — 30  by  45,  has  been  erected,  and  is  nearly 
finished,  by  the  enterprise  of  a few  substantial  churchmen. 

Marriages  1.  Funerals  1. 

With  the  church,  there  is  connected  a fine  Sunday  school. 
Of  the  members  of  this  church,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say — 
they  have  increased  their  zeal — they  have  doubled  their  di- 
ligence. 

I have  preached  at  Friendsville;  and  baptized  5;  adults  3, 
children  2;  total  5. 

Besides  the  regular  parish  duties,  I have  officiated  at  the 
Great  Bend,  and  many  other  places — I still  feel  encouraged 
to  go  on.  Nothing  is  more  wanted  at  present  in  these  regions, 
than  prayer  books.  * Much  has  been  done,  under  God,  during 
the  past  ten  years.  Three  Episcopal  churches  now  present 
their  towers  to  the  view  of  the  traveller,  and  to  gladden  the 
heart  of  the  devout  and  humble  Christian. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Marsden,  minister  of  Christ 
church , Huntingdon,  Adams  county.

During  the  past  year  a debt,  which  has  been  very  oppres- 
sive to  the  congregation  for  a long  time,  has  been  extin- 
guished, and  the  church  thoroughly  repaired.  Perhaps  at  no 
former  period  have  the  prospects  of  the  church  in  Wilkes- 
barre been  more  encouraging  than  at  present.  Besides  the 
stated  services  in  the  church,  the  rector  preaches  in  several 


school  houses  in  the  vicinity,  where  a considerable  interest 
is  manifested. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  JL.  Ih'-Coskry,  rector  of  Christ 
church,  Reading,  Berks  county. 

Baptisms,  infants  4,  total  4.  Congregation,  families  33; 
adults  90;  children  49;  total  139.  Communicants,  added  12; 
died  or  removed  12;  present  number  52.  Public  services, 
on  Sundays  100;  other  days  67;  total  167.  Burials  4.  Chil- 
dren catechized,  10.  Sunday  schools,  male  1,  teachers  10, 
pupils  60;  female  1,  teachers  17,  pupils  120;  total,  schools  2, 
teachers  27,  pupils  180.  Collections,  Episcopal  fund  $6  40; 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  $10  01.  Mis- 
sionary and  other  purposes  $22 9 81;  total  $246  32. 

The  rector  regrets  that  the  state  of  his  health,  and  the  sick- 
ness in  the  town,  prevented  the  formation  of  a Bible  class 
during  the  winter.  He  has,  however,  much  cause  for  thank- 
fulness to  God,  that  the  people  under  his  care  still  continue 
to  manifest  a deep  interest  on  the  subject  of  religion.  The 
services  on  Sundays  and  during  the  week  are  well  attended. 
At  times  on  Sundays,  particularly  in  the  evenings,  all  who 
have  been  desirous  to  attend  have  been  with  difficulty  ac- 
commodated. Several  families  of  other  denominations  have 
united  themselves  to  the  church.  Besides  the  regular  ser- 
vices on  Sundajr,  and  a lecture  on  every  Wednesday  evening, 
the  church  has  been  opened  the  first  Monday  in  every  month 
for  prayer,  and  the  dissemination  of  missionary  intelligence; 
at  which  time  a collection  has  been  made,  amounting  in  the 
year  to  $39  55.  There  is  also  a society  in  the  church,  auxi- 
liary to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which 
has  paid  to  their  treasurer  the  sum  of  $50  25.  These  sums, 
in  connexion  with  the  collection  made  during  the  winter, 
amounting  to  $20,  for  domestic  missions,  and  the  sum  col- 
lected for  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  make  the  whole  sum  for  missionary  purposes 
$119  81.  The  Sunday  schools  attached  to  the  church  are  in 
a very  flourishing  condition.  The  rector  generally  spends  an 
hour  in  the  school  on  each  Sunday,  and  hears  the  larger  scho- 
lars recite  a portion  of  the  Scriptures,  on  which  explanatory 
remarks  are  made  adapted  to  their  capacities.  He  also  meets 
the  teachers  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  each  month,  with  a 
view  of  urging  upon  them  their  duties  and  responsibilities, 
and  receiving  reports  as  to  the  improvement  of  their  several 
classes.  By  the  exertions  of  the  teachers,  the  school  room 
has  been  handsomely  fitted  up,  for  which  not  less  than  $120 
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has  been  collected  from  the  members  of  the  church.  The 
ladies  of  the  Sewing  society  have  continued  their  laudable 
exertions,  and  realized  for  their  labour  the  sum  of  §374  60, 
part  of  which  they  have  generously  given  to  the  vestry  to 
meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Cooper  Mead , D.D.  rector  of  Tri- 
nity church , Southwark,  Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults  8;  infants  32;  total  40.  Congregation, 
families  140;  adults  450;  children  280;  total  730.  Commu- 
nicants, added  22;  died  or  removed  6;  present  number  181. 
Public  services,  on  Sundays  107;  other  days  00;  total  167. 
Confirmed  31.  Marriages  1(5.  Burials  14.  Children  cate- 
chized 80;  times  7.  Bible  classes  2;  members  140.  Sunday 
schools,  male  3;  teachers  15;  pupils  255;  females  3;  teachers 
34;  pupils  276;  total,  schools  0,  teachers  49,  pupils  531.  Col- 
lections will  be  supplied  by  appropriations  from  the  parish 
associations;  Missionary  and  other  purposes  8650,  total  8650. 

There  will  be  appropriations  made  by  the  parish  associa- 
tion, to  supply  the  sums  heretofore  raised  by  public  contribu- 
tions, in  aid  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  Advancement  Society, 
and  other  benevolent  objects;  the  vestry  having  resolved  to 
substitute  this  mode  of  raising  money  for  general  purposes  in- 
stead of  extra  collections  in  the  church.  The  parish  asso- 
ciation was  organized  during  the  past  year,  and  the  amount 
already  subscribed  is  more  than  double  the  annual  collec- 
tions formerly  made  for  benevolent  purposes. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Sunday  School  Society,  aided  by  their 
friends  in  the  congregation,  and  by  others,  held  during  Easter 
week,  an  exhibition  and  sale  of  articles  chiefly  the  product 
of  their  own  ingenuity  and  industry,  by  which  they  realised 
more  than  8400  towards  liquidating  the  debt  remaining  on 
their  new  school  house. 

The  Sunday  school  department  of  the  parish  continues  in- 
creasing in  extent  and  usefulness.  The  Rector  feels  it  a duty 
to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  teachers;  of  whom  he  records  his  opinion,  that, 
as  a body,  no  parish  in  our  church,  can  present  those  supe- 
rior to  them  in  the  performance  of  their  appropriate  duties. 
A Juvenile  Missionary  Society  belonging  to  the  female  schools 
has  contributed  820  to  the  Green  Bay  mission. 

During  Lent,  a service  and  lecture  held  in  the  church, 
on  the  afternoons  of  Wednesday  and  Friday,  beginning  at 
5 ’oclock,  was  well  attended;  and,  it  is  hoped,  was  productive 
of  much  good. 
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The  Rector’s  Bible  classes  were  generally  well  attended 
during  the  winter.  A portion  of  the  book  of  Genesis  was 
studied. 

Several  of  the  teachers  of  the  male  Sunday  school,  opened 
an  adult  school  for  males  during  the  winter.  About  20  per- 
sons availed  themselves  of  its  privileges,  which,  to  those  of 
them  who  attended  faithfully,  were  improving.  This  school 
is  numbered  with  the  Sunday  schools. 

Of  the  31  persons  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  on  Good  Fri- 
day evening,  the  greatest  part  are  now  communicants.  On 
the  whole,  the  cause  of  religion  has  flourished  during  the  past 
year  in  Trinity  parish,  if  not  to  the  extent  of  our  wishes,  yet 
so  as  to  awaken  our  gratitude  and  cause  us  to  take  courage. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Mintzer , missionary , rector  of 
St.  Gabriel's  church , Morlattin , Berks  county , in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsiyhania. 

Baptisms,  adults  5,  infants  21,  total  26.  Congregation, 
families  60.  Communicants,  added  8;  present  number  67. 
Public  services,  on  Sundays  34,  other  days  40,  total  74. — 
Marriages  27;  burials  10.  Sunday  school  1;  teachers,  males 
3,  females  6;  total  9;  pupils,  males  45,  females  40,  total  85. 
Collections,  for  the  Episcopal  fund  84  85;  for  the  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity  816  12j;  total  820  17^. 

It  is  deemed  expedient  to  state,  that  by  the  indefatigable 
exertions  of  several  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  has  been  raised  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing a library  for  the  Sunday  school. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  U.  Morgan , rector  of  the  parish  of  St. 
John’s  church , Pequea , Chester  county , and  of  Christ 
church , Leacock , Lancaster  county.

In  addition  to  the  morning  services  noticed  above,  the  rec- 
tor is  engaged  in  the  performance  of  public  service  on  every 
Sunday  afternoon,  or  evening,  either  in  school  houses,  or  some 
other  suitable  place.  He  has  recently  commenced  regular  and 
stated  ministrations,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Lord’s  day,  in 
the  villages  of  Strasburg  and  Waynesburgh;  the  former  being 
about  6 miles  south  of  Christ  church,  and  the  latter,  the  same 
distance  north  of  St.  John’s.  In  both  these  places,  there  is  a 
large  and  devout  attendance  upon  our  services,  and  a conside- 
rable interest  manifested  for  the  increase  and  prosperity  of 
our  beloved  Zion.  In  Waynesburgh  the  church  has  been  re- 
gularly organized,  and  there  is  an  encouraging  prospect,  that 
a suitable  edifice  for  the  celebration  of  divine  worship  accord- 
ing to  our  forms,  will  be  erected,  during  the  next  season. — 
About  SI 000  has  been  subscribed  for  this  purpose. 

The  rector  is  also  frequently  engaged,  on  the  afternoons 
and  evenings  of  the  week,  in  the  performance  of  divine  ser- 
vice and  preaching,  in  different  parts  of  his  parish,  and  he 
takes  a pleasure  in  stating,  that  the  services,  in  general,  are 
remarkably  well  attended,  and  he  trusts  not  without  a degree 
of  spiritual  improvement.  The  congregations  under  his  care, 
are  increasing  in  number,  and  he  would  hope,  also  in  the  spi- 
rit of  the  gospel.  The  attendance  at  St.  John’s  is  so  large, 
that  the  church  has  become  too  small  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  hearers,  and  many  more  would  be  added  to  the  congre- 
gation, if  there  was  room  to  receive  them.

Besides  which  there  is  an  afternoon  service, 
more  particularly  adapted  to  the  Sunday  school.  There  are 
also  several  evening  services  held  through  the  week. 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  congregation, 
none  of  the  regular  diocesan  collections  have  been  attended 
to,  but  we  intend  to  have  them  during  the  current  year. — 
We  have  formed  in  the  congregation  a Prayer  Book  Society, 
auxiliary  to  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society,  which 
we  hope  will  give  all  the  aid  to  that  cause  which  can  be  justly 
expected  of  us. 

As  we  consider  this  church,  in  its  peculiar  organization,  a 
public  religious  benevolence,  it  may  not  be  amiss,  perhaps  it 
may  be  interesting  to  state  its  actual  condition  as  to  its  pecu- 
niary resources.

I commenced  my  regular  services  at  the  borough  of  Mun- 
cy, in  St.  James’  church,  on  the  1st  of  August,  1833,  and  have 
officiated  12  times  since.  I have  baptized,  children  6;  adults 
2;  added  to  communion  6;  present  number  of  communicants 
50;  died,  communicant  1;  families  who  attend  the  Episcopal 
church  39;  adults  139;  children  79;  attended  funerals  6;  mar- 
ried, 3 couples;  Bible  classes  2;  Sunday  schools  1.  To  the 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylva- 
nia, $4  have  been  contributed,  and  $5  to  the  Convention 
Fund. 

Apart  from  my  regular  services  at  Muncy,  I deliver  a week- 
ly lecture,  and  on  the  Sundays  when  I preach  here,  I hold  a 
third  service,  5 miles  distant,  at  Hughsburg. 

The  other  half  of  my  time  I have  divided  between  Sunbury 
and  Danville. 

I have  baptized  at  Sunbury,  children  2;  adults  2;  attended 
funerals  1;  communicants  added  2;  died  1;  present  number, 
15. 

I have  since  February  last  officiated  at  Danville,  on  the 
same  Sunday  when  I preaehed  at  Sunbury — at  the  latter,  A. 
M.,  former,  P.  M. 

At  Danville,  I have  baptized,  children  2;  added  commu- 
nicants 1;  present  number  of  communicants  6. 

There  is  a Sunday  school  and  Bible  class  at  each  of  the  last 
mentioned  places;  at  Danville,  a very  flourishing  one. 

I think  the  congregations  at  Sunbury  and  Muncy  seem  to 
be  increasing  in  numbers,  and,  I trust,  piety.  Prospects  at 
Danville  are  more  encouraging. 

The  prospects  for  a new  church  at  Sunbury  are  still  encou- 
raging. They  have  between  eight  and  nine  hundred  dollars 
on  subscription,  and  have  procured  part  of  the  stuff.

This  congregation,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  improv- 
ing with  a gradual  and  steady  step,  both  in  its  spiritual  and 
temporal  concerns.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
they  were  indebted  to  the  Harrisburg  Bank  to  the  amount  of 
two  thousand  six  hundred  dollars ; this  sum  has  been  reduced 
to  eleven  hundred  dollars,  and  for  this  balance  there  is  a sub- 
scription payable  on  the  1st  day  of  October  next,  so  that  in 
the  course  of  the  ensuing  year,  we  may  confidently  expect  to 
be  relieved  from  this  oppressive  burthen.  There  will  then 
remain  to  be  paid,  fve  hundred  dollars,  simply  the  price  of 
the  lot  on  which  the  church  stands,  which  can,  however, 
cause  no  material  embarrassment  to  the  congregation. 

With  the  exception  of  about  four  hundred  dollars,  for 
which  we  are  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  citizens  of  Lan- 
caster and  Philadelphia,  the  above  funds  have  been  raised  in 
the  congregation. 

The  rector  cannot  avoid  mentioning,  with  special  appro- 
bation, the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  ; 
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they  have  contributed,  annually,  for  the  last  two  years  *t 
least,  upwards  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
church,  by  the  sale  of  fancy  and  useful  articles,  almost  exclu- 
sively the  fruits  of  their  own  industry  and  self-denial.

teachers,  20  ; pupils,  190;  total,  schools,  3;  teachers,  26; 
pupils,  250.  Collections  and  contributions,  Episcopal  Fund, 
875;  Soc.  Adv.  of  Christianity,  $365  ; Missionary  and  other 
purposes,  8460 ; total,  8900. 

Beside  the  services  on  Sundays  and  prayer  days,  a lecture 
preparatory  to  the  Holy  Communion  is  delivered  on  the 
evening  before  each  administration  of  that  sacrament.  A day 
school  for  girls  and  small  boys  has  been  established,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  vestry,  under  the  supervision  of  the  clergy  of 
the  parish,  acting  through  a committee  of  ladies  of  the  con- 
gregation. The  design  of  the  institution  is  to  connect  religious 
instruction  with  a good  plain  secular  education.  The  school 
was  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  with  every  prospect 
of  proving,  with  the  divine  blessing,  eminently  useful  in

bringing  up  the  pupils  as  Christians  and  Episcopalians.  The 
average  number  of  pupils  is  forty.

and  four  lectures  on  the  Doctrines  of  Grace,  in  the  week 
after  Easter  ; the  said  nine  lectures  being  principally  designed 
as  accompaniments  of  the  confirmations  held  in  that  season 
in  the  three  churches.

Report  of  the  parish  of  Trinity  church,  Connellsville,  Fayette 
county , by  Henry  tV.  Lexvis  and  Hiram  Herbert,  Church 
Wardens. 

Communicants,  present 
number  23,  prospect  of  an  increase;  death,  1 female  communi- 
cant. Public  services,  morning  and  evening  every  other  Sun- 
day, and  occasional  lectures  during  the  week.  Sunday  school, 
teachers,  male  and  female,  7;  scholars  40. 

In  December  last  this  parish  united  with  that  of  Christ 
church,  Greensburgh,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  more 
permanent  services  of  a clergyman  to  officiate  in  both  parishes 
alternately,  and  invited  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Freeman  for  that  pur- 
pose, who  consented  to  take  a temporary  charge  of  these 
parishes;  since  which  time  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman  has  sup- 
plied us  with  regular  services.  We  deem  it  due  to  him  to 
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say,  that  his  ministrations  have  been  acceptable  and  efficient, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  circumstances  may  permit  their 
continuance.  Our  vestry  engaged  and  pledged  themselves 
to  raise  two  hundred  dollars  towards  the  support  of  their 
minister;  which  sum,  although  apparently  trifling,  will  be 
found  oppressive  to  a few  individuals,  more  especially  as  we 
are  now  embarrassed  with  a debt  of  between  two  and  three 
hundred  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a new  church  edifice,  which 
we  have  occupied  since  the  28th  day  of  December,  1832. — 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  the  support  above  mentioned 
to  a clergyman,  and  more  especially  could  one  be  perma- 
nently located  amongst  us.  We  would  further  add,  that  we 
believe  that  by  the  union  with  the  church  at  Greensburgh, 
both  parishes  will  advance  more  prosperous  than  heretofore. 

Inasmuch  as  our  church  has  not  been  consecrated,  we  hereby 
respectfully  invite  our  Right  Rev.  Assistant  Bishop  to  per- 
form that  rite  during  his  next  western  visitation,  at  which 
time  we  expect  a few  to  be  ready  for  confirmation.

In  December  last,  this  parish  united  with  that  of  Connells- 
ville,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  permanent  services  of 
a clergyman  to  officiate  in  both  alternately,  and  invited  the 
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Rev.  S.  C.  Freeman,  for  that  purpose,  who  consented  to  take 
a temporary  charge  of  these  parishes. 

Since  the  1st  of  December  last,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman  has 
supplied  us  with  regular  services.  We  deem  it  due  to  him 
to  say,  that  his  ministrations  amongst  us  have  been  acceptable 
and  efficient,  and  anxiously  hope  that  circumstances  may  per- 
mit their  continuance. 

This  parish,  with  some  exertion,  has  been  enabled  to  raise 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  towards  the  support  of  the 
minister. 

Having  relieved  ourselves  from  embarrassment,  occasioned 
by  the  expenses  of  building  the  church  and  the  purchase  of 
an  organ,  and  considering  our  church  comparatively  out  of 
debt,  we  expect  to  be  enabled  to  continue  the  support  above 
mentioned  to  a clergyman.  We  believe  that  by  the  union 
with  the  church  at  Connellsville,  both  parishes  will  advance 
more  prosperously  than  heretofore. 

We  would  add  that  we  consider  it  of  the  greatest  import- 
ance to  the  interests  of  the  church,  in  this  section  of  the  dio- 
cese, that  the  permanent  services  of  a clergyman  be  secured 
in  these  two  parishes.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Prayers 
were  read  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  J\1‘ Cosier y,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Reading,  Berks  County. 

The  roll  was  called. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

Mr.  Charles  M'Donald,  a lay  delegate,  not  present  be- 
fore, appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Meredith  presented  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  1833,  to 
examine  the  account  of  arrearges  due  to  the  Convention  fund, 
and  to  negotiate  with  the  delinquent  churches — Report: 

That,  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  of  1833, 
the  Committee  prepared  an  address  to  the  churches  in  ar- 
rears, seventy-four  in  number,  according  to  the  statement  of 
outstanding  debts  furnished  to  them  by  Tobias  Wagner,  Esq. 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  Fund,  a circular  of  which  a copy 
is  appended  to  this  Report.  In  every  instance  an  account 
of  arrears  was  subjoined  to  the  circular. 

The  committee  has  received  replies  from  Christ  Church, 
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borough  of  Allegheny,  23d  July,  1833,  with  §5  due  from 
that  church. 

St.  James’s  church,  Muncy  25th  July,  1S33,  requesting 
arrears  to  be  remitted. 

St.  Peter’s  church,  Waterford,  24th  August,  1833,  of  the 
same  purport. 

Christ  church,  Jerseytown,  21st  September,  1S33,  with 
glO,  requesting  to  have  the  balance  remitted. 

St.  Martin’s  church,  Marcus  Hook,  ISth  September,  1S33, 
asking  to  have  arrears  remitted,  with  promise  of  future  punc- 
tuality. 

Christ  church,  Greensburg,  5th  May,  1834,  praying  a 
remittance  of  arrears,  with  the  expectation  of  punctuality 
hereafter. 

The  request  of  Christ  church,  Jerseytown,  accompanied 
by  a statement  of  circumstances  strongly  sustaining  it,  was 
acceded  to  by  a letter;  copy  annexed,  dated  November  19,1833. 

The  distant  residence  of  one  of  my  collegues,  and  the  ab- 
sence of  the  other,  leaves  the  chairman  in  a situation  which 
does  not  warrant  him  in  acting  on  the  other  cases  mentioned, 
and  still  less  upon  the  cases  in  which  there  has  been  applica- 
tion, neither  for  remission  nor  compromise.  Yet  he  will 
venture  to  suggest  the  expediency  of  keeping  a committee  in 
authority  with  powers  similar  to  the  last,  as  most  likely  to 
wipe  away  the  ungracious  page  of  “church  arrears,”  and 
ensure  regard  hereafter  to  a fund  eminently  useful,  if  not  in- 
dispensable to  the  convenience  of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese. 

It  may  be  that  in  some  instances  arrears  have  been  remit- 
ted directly  to  the  treasurer.

That  they  have  examined  the  charters  and  articles  of  asso- 
ciation submitted  to  them,  and  find  that  the  charters  of  St. 
James’  church,  Muncy,  Trinity  church,  Philipsburgh,  St. 
John’s  church,  Lawrenceville,  and  Dyberry  Parish,  embrac- 
ing Grace  church,  Hcnesdale,  and  Truth  church,  Bethany, 
the  original  charter  and  supplement  thereto  of  the  church 
of  the  Epiphany,  Philadelphia,  and  the  articles  of  association, 
of  St.  Andrew’s  church.  West  Vincent,  and  Christ  church, 
Danville,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Bishop  and  standing 
committee,  and  approved  by  them — and  that  they  do  express- 
ly accede  to  the  constitution,  canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the  diocese.

Resolved,  That  a committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider and  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient 
and  necessary,  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  the  convention 
fund  for  the  present  year,  and  to  insure  the  regularity  of  con- 
tributions to  it  in  future, 

Messrs.  Jas.  S.  Smith,  Meredith,  Riley,  Rawle,  and  T. 
Wagner,  appointed. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  next  convention  be  held  in  St.  An- 
drew’s church,  in  this  city. 

The  Convention  then  united  in  singing  the  last  four  verses 
of  the  122d  Psalm,  when,  after  prayer  and  the  benediction 


from  the  Rt.  Rev.  President,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine 
die.
